1 . Claims 1 , 3-8, 1 0-1 3 and 21 -23 are allowed.

In claim 4, line 5, the phrase "complex conjugate multiplier" has been to "a 
complex conjugate multiplier" as suggested by the examiner in the last Office Action.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to show or suggest an apparatus or a method for receiving multiple spread 
spectrum signals comprising a first demodulator device for demodulating a first spread 
spectrum signal of the multiple spread spectrum signals in accordance with a first arrival 
time and a second demodulator device for demodulating a second spread spectrum 
signal of the multiple spread spectrum signals in accordance with time interval 
difference with respect to the first arrival time. Wherein either the first or second 
demodulator device comprises a phase adjustment circuit for extracting a pilot signal 
from a descrambled first or second spread spectrum signal and multiplying the 
descrambled first or second spread spectrum signal with the pilot signal to generate a 
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phase adjusted signal, and a dechannelization circuit for multiplying the phase adjusted 
signal by an orthogonal channel sequence.
